Bill  of  Rights  Seminar  Starts 
This  Morning  in  Auditorium 


insTrucTor  cxperimenTs  wirn  rianr 
Plans  Specimen  Garden  for  MSC 


On  Friday  Mar.  12,  a  special 
seminar  sponsored  jointly  by 
the  Bill  of  Rights  and  Public 
Information  Committee  of  The 
Missouri  Bar  in  cooperation 
with  MSC  will  be  held  in  the 
college  auditorium.  The  semin¬ 
ar  is  designed  to  increase  un¬ 
derstanding  of  the  Bill  of 
Rights  as  America’s  principal 
instrument  for  keeping  a  just 
balance  between  the  interests 
of  society  and  the  interests  of 
the  individual  citizen.  In  these 
lectures,  the  history,  meaning 
and  practical  application  of  the 
constitutional  guarantees  will 
be  presented.  Attention  will  al¬ 
so  be  given  to  the  legal  pro¬ 
cesses  through  which  the  Bill 
of  Rights  have  been  interpret¬ 
ed  and  enforced.  Pertinent  is¬ 
sues  will  be  used  to  translate 
abstract  principles  into  living 
problems  and  to  provide  up-to- 
date  information.  It  is  expected 
that  the  lectures  and  discussion 
will  provide  insights  and  new 
tools  with  which  teachers  may 
examine  questions  involving 
the  Bill  of  Rights. 

The  program  will  begin  with  I 
the  welcome  by  President  I 
Robert  P.  Foster  at  9:30  a.  m. 
followed  by  the  introductory  | 
remarks  by  Mr.  Joe  Beavers 
of  the  Missouri  Bar.  The  first 
lecture,  “Protection  of  the  In¬ 
dividual  Against  the  State,"  by 
John  Scurlock,  professor  of 
law,  will  encampass  unreason¬ 
able  search  and  seizure,  double 
jeopardy,  provision  against 
self-incrimination,  and  due  pro¬ 
cess  of  law  provision  of  the 
fifth  amendment. 

The  second  lecture  will  be 
presented  by  Norman  E.  An¬ 
derson,  the  Attorney  General 
of  Missouri,  and  is  entitled, 
“Guarantees  for  a  Fair  Trial.” 
In  his  lecture  Mr.  Anderson 
will  speak  on  the  right  to  a 
trial  by  jury,  the  right  to  be 
informed  of  the  nature  of  the 
accusation,  the  right  to  be  con¬ 
fronted  by  witnesses,  tile  com¬ 
pulsory  process  for  obtaining 
witnesses  for  the  defendant, 
the  right  to  assistance  of  coun¬ 
sel,  the  prohibition  against 
excessive  bail,  fine,  cruel  and 
unusual  punishment,  and  the 
prohibition  against  suspending 
the  writ  of  habeas  corpus. 

In  the  afternoon  session  the 
first  lecture  will  be  presented 
by  Judge  Andrew  J.  Higgins. 
Mr.  Higgins’  topic  will  be 
“First  Amendment  Rights.’’  In 
his  lecture  he  will  cover  the 
topics  of  freedom  of  speech, 
freedom  of  religion,  and  free¬ 
dom  of  the  press. 

The  concluding  lecture  will 
be  presented  by  William  P. 
Murphy,  professor  of  law,  and 
will  be  titled,  “Equality  Under 
Law."  His  lecture  will  cover 
the  due  process  and  equal  pro¬ 
tection  provisions  of  the  14th 
and  15th  amendments  covering 
voting,  equal  education,  sdiool 
desegregation,  housing,  trans¬ 
portation,  and  employment,

Greenhouses  all  seem  to 
have  a  green  thumb  behind 
them. 

This  statement  is  true  at  the 
MSC  greenhouse,  where  its 
keeper,  William  Treese,  has 
the  proverbial  plant  growing 
hand.  As  an  mstructor  in  the 
agriculture  department  at  the 
college,  he  has  many  oppor¬ 
tunities  to  test  new  theories 
about  plant  growth. 

Recently  he  began  a  new  ex¬ 
periment  which  be  plans  to  be 
working  on  for  some  time.  The 
project  consists  of  using  var¬ 
ious  colors  of  light  to  speed  op 
or  otherwise  affect  the  growth 
of  plants.  PlnK  lights,  called 
gro-Utes,  help  in  the  actual 
growth  of  plants  while  blue 
lights  aid  in  the  blooming,  Mr. 
Treese  revealed. 

Sunshine  is  used  on  sunny 
days  while  on  dark  days  the 
colored  lights  are  used  for  ap¬ 
proximately  14  hours.

Any¬ 
one  who  is  interested  in  this 
type  of  wwic  may  see  the 
various  processes  that  plants 
go  through  as  they  develop. 
The  greenhouse  itself  consists 
mainly  of  vegetable  plants 
and  flowers  which  are  used  for 
decoration. 

Before  coming  to  Maryville, 
Mr.  Treese  was  an  agricultm-e 
teacher  at  Brookfield,  Mo., 
High  School.  He  has  done  plant 
experimentation  for  15  years. 
He  received  his  bachelor  of 
science  and  master’s  degree  at 
the  University  of  Missouri. 

Besides  teaching  about 
plants,  he  uses  this  work  as 
his  main  hobby.  Some  of  his 
friends  think  he  has  a  magical 
touch  with  sick  plants  and  that 
he  might  well  be  termed 
“Plant  Doctor.”

College  Administrator  Relates 
Attendance  Facts  to  You

Dear  Mr.  Bell: 

There  seems  to  lie  widespread  misunderstanding  among  stu¬ 
dents  concerning  the  implementation  of  tlie  policy  concerning 
student  absences.  Underlying  the  confusion  seems  to  be  the 
issue  of  what  constitutes  a  legitimate  absence  or  what  will  be 
accepted  as  a  valid  and  justifiable  excuse  and  what  will  not. 
Complicating  the  problem  further  is  the  perennial  misconcep¬ 
tion  that  tlie  college  endorses  a  “cut”  policy  wliich  permits  a 
certain  number  of  “cuts”  per  class. 

The  facts  in  this  issue  are  these: 

(1)  The  college  does  not  liave  a  policy  on  “cuts.”  Students 
are  expected  to  attend  class  regularly.  As  a  matter  of 
I  fact,  the  college  lias  tlie  right  to  assess  negative  credit 

[_  to  students  for  failiu'e  to  attend  class  legularly.  Although 

^  negative  credit  is  normally  assessed  only  for  absences 
before  and  after  holidays,  it  can  legaUy  be  assessed  for 
any  flagrant  absenteeism.  This  is  not  a  now  policy;  it  has 
1  been  on  the  "books”  for  a  long  time. 

;[  (2)  There  are  no  excused  absences.  Students  should  be 

held  accountable  for  classwork  regardless  of  whether  oi- 
|[  not  they  are  absent.  All  inJ'orimition  regarding  student 

I  absences  is  given  as  an  explanation  and  not  as  an  ex¬ 
it  cuse. 

(3)  Each  faculty  member  has  the  prerogative  of  defining 
IL  what  constitutes  a  justifiable  and  valid  reason  for  miss- 

ing  class.  When  absences  are  considered  justifiable,  the 
'  instructor  should  make  himself  available  to  help  make 

I  ■  up  work  Uiat  has  been  missed  or  permit  a  make-up  ex- 

amination  when  an  exam  has  been  missed.  The  college 
endorses  a  rather  comprehensive  extracurricular  pro- 
gram  which  includes  athletic  trips,  music  activities, 
J.  forensic  activities,  field  trips,  etc.  When  classes  are 

t'  missed  through  attendance  at  bona  fide  college  sponsor- 

I  cd  activities,  instructors  normally  should  accept  these 

1  as  justifiable  absences. 

(4)  Most  faculty  members  readily  understand  that  ex- 

,j  tenuating  cij’cumstances  will  necessitate  student  ab- 

(j,  sences  on  occasion.  In  yeai’s  past  when  these  circum- 

L  stances  related  to  medical  problems,  provisions  were 

[  made  for  notifying  the  faculty  thi’ough  medical  excuse 

[  forms  from  the  Health  Service.  It  is  now  the  consensus 

[  of  the  faculty  that  when  it  becomes  necessary  to  justify 

.  [  absence  due  to  iUness,  the  student  should  report  this  ill- 

ness  directly  to  the  instructor.  The  point,  of  course,  is 
(  that  if  the  instructor  refuses  to  accept  illness  as  a  justi- 

[  fiable  reason  for  absenteeism,  or  if  the  instructor  ques- 

[  tions  the  integrity  of  the  student,  the  student  has  very 

[  little  recourse.  1  would  strongly  advise  against  the  prac- 

tice  ol  soliciting  excuses  from  local  doctors.  This  does 
[  not  help.  If  students  cannot  make  a  sound  enough  case 
for  themselves  in  defense  of  an  occasional  absence 
L  tlu'ough  reasonably  good  attendance  and  an  adequate 

(  record,  then  my  best  advice  is  to  work  harder  in  class 

^  and  make  an  effort  to  improve  attendance.  The  greatest 

j  majority  of  instructors  are  willing  to  accept  absences  as 

justified  if  absence  privileges  are  not  grossly  exploited 

<5)  Students  have  the  obligation  of  making  known  to  the 
Dean  of  Administration  Office  tiie  length  and  cause  of 
prolonged  absences  (one  week  or  more).  The  Dean’s  Of- 
f  flee  will  send  notification  to  the  faculty  concerning  the 
absences.  When  possible,  students  should  notify  the 
Dean’s  Office  prior  to  the  period  of  absence. 

X  students  have  any  questions  concerning  the  position  of  the 
iBUllege  concerning  absences,  please  feel  free  to  come  to  my 
iOlfiGe  to  discuss  them.

Proficiency  Exams 

The  English  Proficiency 
Exam,  which  every  MSC  stu¬ 
dent  has  been  required  to  pass 
before  graduation,  has  been 
discontinued.  Because  many  of 
the  staff  members  felt  that  the 
examination  was  not  accom- 
plisliing  its  intended  purpose,  a 
new  system  has  been  initiated. 

At  mid-semester,  each  In¬ 
structor  reports  to  the  English 
department  any  students  who 
he  feds  are  deficient  in 
English.  The  student  must 
then  take  a  combination  essay 
and  theory  type  examination. 
If  he  faUs  tlie  exam,  he  is  then 
required  to  enroll  in  English 
15,  wliich  is  a  two  hour  course.
